about the man who will commit a crime 
through a vulgar, sordid nature. 
It is the experience of the world that 
thoroughly stupid in the long run is all 
the crime, and none more stupid than 
theft; snd jet men of fair repute for 
brightness, sometimes steal. 
It is the 
opinion of every thief that bas been 
caught, that it doesn’t pay to steal. The 
psjcLo.'ogy of sin is not ea»y of solu­ 
tion, bld yet it is astonishing that a mar 
of even mediocre intellect should not be 
atle to see that to enter on alife cf crime 
is grcss stupidity. Not loDg ego a Har­

of money—money which the thief did 
not need—and it was here but recently 
that two skillful mechanics, sober, in­ 
dustrious, well thought of, living at 
Springfield, Massachusetts, were.airested 
for uttering counterfeit coin.

They can answer 
that question very readily now, but why 
didn t they think of it before they beoame 
criminals ?

When Charley An- 
gell stole 880,000 of the Pullman car 
money in 1878, and ran off to Europe 
with it, he said it was the heaviest bur­ 
den be ever carried. He even envied the 
life of the honest street laborers of Ma­ 
drid; and be aftexuaids said the greatest 
relief he ever experienced in all the 
course of his life, was when a United 
States r Ulcer from Chicago, meeting bim 
on the streets of Madrid, laid his hand 
on his ^boulder, End said, “Charley 
Angel), you are my prisoner.” But be 
said the loss of Lit. business integrity 
could rot be made good with all the 
millions the Pullman car company pos­ 
sessed. When Cassio was dismissed by 
Othello for his part in a drunken spree 
he cried, “Reputation, reputation, I have 
lost my reputation, I have lost the im­ 
mortal part of myself!” Every thief or 
other criminal in the world, who has even 
a mite of conscience reserved, will say 
that Cassio wee ngl t, that repntation is 
something for which no smonnt of stolen 
goods will compensate. 
There is a saymg going abroad that a 
big thief stands about as well in business 
circles and in scciety as anjbody else.

an honest man and a scoundrel—as there 
la between heaven and heil. 
In these 
days of vast aeonmuiation of property, 
of indefatigable pnbhc and private en­ 
ergy, of tiemenduocis greed for gam, and 
in the overreaching and merciless de­ 
mands of society, it behooves young a man 
to look well to his reputation, to stand 
firm in his integrity.

I am aw are th at Ja;/ Gould is not a new 
subject to w rite on, says Mr. Grundy, but, 
as I have seen the man alm ost daily for 
years, I can tell you the tru th about him, 
and all w riters have not done that. Jay 
Gould is a grout coward. 
W hen out in the 
city at iii” lit ho is inconstant dread of being 
•fe tted or felled with a sand bag. 
His resi­ 
dence is on the corner of F.fth avenue and 
Forty-seventh street, and it is not an un­ 
common thing for him to run over to the 
W indsor Hotel, directly across the street, 
for a little gossip or to visit some railway 
m agnate who may bo stopping there during 
his stay in the city. 
He is quick in all his 
movements, and iii passing along the street 
he looks furtively from side to side, and 
ever and anon behind him. 
In th a t little i nn from his own house to 
the hotel he skips m nibh’ down the steps 
from the door, and skurries across the street 
as if he w ere p irsued. 
If he m eets any one 
he will look searchingly, alm ost anxiously 
into his face and at the sam e tim e edge 
away. To see him a person would think he 
did not draw his breath from the tune ho 
left his house until safe in the corridor of 
the hotel, and the change in the expression 
of his face and his m ovem ents indicate th a t 
he is glad to be in th e bright light am ong 
men whom he knows.

His eyes are deep set, black 
and sharp, and his nose is straight and 
w ell formed. 
His lips are thin and color­ 
less. 
It is doubtful if any one living in N ew 
York ever saw his chin. 
For tw enty years, 
least, he has w orn a long, full beard, 
which is 
kept closely trim m ed on the 
cljpeks, but is allowed to extend down to 
shoat w here the second stud in his sh irt 
bo*em would be. 
His head is covered w ith 
a thick grow th of black hair th at is fine and 
Silky. 
His complexion is quite sallow, and 
his general dem eanor is ESuturman and re­ 
served. 
H »-hands are small ai d shapely. They 
•re som ew hat bony and sinew y in appear­ 
ance, and look b etter in gloves than they 
co bare. 
In his dress Gould is extrem ely 
plain. For years hts head covering hasbeen 
black round hat, w hile during the sum m er 
he has appeared in a straw or tail w hite 
hdt. 
His favorite suit of clothing is soine- 
fhjngM»pproaohin*r a dark steel gray or pep­ 
per-and-salt. cut in the ordinary business 
style. The vest buttons high up under his 
beard, and it is only when he tu rn s his 
bead th at his black silk scarf is exposed. 
Efts collars and cuffs are always scrupu­ 
lously clean and white, but unostentatious. 
His feet are sm all and effeminate. He is 
seat about his footwear, which is bright in 
polish. 
In tho sum m er he w ears low shoes 
•rd bright socks. He adorns him self w ith 
no jew elry, and as often as any thing his 
watch is held by a black silk guard. 
In conversation a lo u t business affairs 
Gould seem s to concentrate his whole mind, 
oot'ooly on the subject, but the person ho 
s talking with. 
lf he is sitting down he is 
sure to pick up som ething lying on the table 
or desk near hun. 
It may be a penholder, a 
toothpick or a scrap of paper. He will tw irl 
it between the thum b and forefinger of 
both hands while conversing, and every now 
Mid then raise his eyes to look at the person 
addressing him. 
The glance is penetrating, and he who 
m eets it feels th a t Gould is not depending 
on w hat he says, but is seeking to analyze 
his words. 
His keen black eyes give great 
force to his inquiring looks, but there is no 
•tare about them . 
He railes his eyes 
quickly and apparently casually,but pene­ 
tratingly. 
W hen he asks a question he is 
very deliberate in his speech. 
He speaks in a low, pleasant tone, and his 
questions are usually fram ed in a few 
words. 
It is a habit of his to allow tho per­ 
son seeking him to do the talking and to 
confine him self to answ ering questions put 
to him. 
He is all the while apparently giv­ 
ing the closest attention and w eighing care­ 
fully all th at is said.

His 
view s in regard to all calculations or op­ 
erations which he controls are conveyed 
through his son, George J. Gould. 
Gould likes the society of his employes, 
and is com paratively generous to them . 
Men of special ability he has groat adm ira­ 
tion for and fully appreciates th e ir w orth. 
It is a singular fact th at he very rarely 
likes to see any one in his service grow 
rich. 
He reasons th at a competency would 
m ake the man indifferent and independent. 
The language used by Gould is plain, but 
not ungram m atical. He rarely uses a w ord 
of five or six syllables and is alw ays clear 
and to the point. His m anner is refined, and 
his words, like his w ays, it m ight be said, 
are soft and gentle. W herever he is he is 
retiring.

s. s. cox. 
Canada when the nebulous Territories had 
put off their rudimentary and donned their 
stately stoles of manhood. 
Mr. Gifford (D. T.) defended the consti­ 
tution adopted by the constitutional conven­ 
tion of Dakota. 
The people of South 
Dakota were satisfied with it. 
The people 
of Dakota wanted no further vote upon the 
question of division. 
They would never 
accept the admission of Dakota as one 
State. 
Mr. Toole (M. T.) strenuously advocated 
the admission of Montana and inveighed 
against carpet-bag authority in the Terri­ 
tories. 
Four years ago Montana had been 
entitled to Statehood, and the failure to 
receive it, together with the violation of 
tho platform concerning federal appoint­ 
ments in the Territories, had done much to 
bring about tho political revolution there 
last fall. 
There was a homely maxim that 
charity began at home. 
Much had been 
heard about home rule in Ireland, and 
America had contributed much to establish 
that blessing in that sad land. 
He would 
not abate tho slightest interest in so worthy 
a cause, but he asked gentlemen not to 
forget that here at home under their flag 
home rule in the Territories lay bleeding 
at the foot of despotism.

Vest quoted from Benton’s “Thirty Years 
in Congress” a sentence denouncing the 
salt tax as a tax on the entire economy of 
nature and art, a tax on man and beast, on 
life and health, on comfort and luxury, on 
want and superfluity, on food and raiment, 
on washing and cleanliness—a heartless 
and tyrant tax. 
Mr. Palmer said he did not suppose there 
was any serious opposition to the tariff on 
salt, 
fcfr if there was anything in tariff 
legislation which showed clearly the bene­ 
fits of protection it was the salt industry as 
developed in this country. 
The present 
price at Saginaw, where about one-third of 
the salt of tho United States was produced, 
was only 6 cents a bushel. 
Tho effect of 
protecting the home industry had been to 
mako tho 
price of foreign 
salt come 
down one-tliird in fifteen years, notwith­ 
standing the enhanced price of 
labor 
abroad. 
He declared his belief that tho 
discouragement of the salt industry by tho 
withdrawal of protection would double the 
price of salt in five years and would com­ 
pel the abandonment of many«of tho salt 
works of Michigan. 
Mr. Plumb spoke of the great develop­ 
ment of tho salt industry in Kansas, the 
effect of it being, he said, to make the 
price of salt in the Mississippi valley west 
of Kan^s 25 per c<fnt less than the price 
prevailing there twelve months ago. 
After some further discussion tho New 
Yurk election was alluded to, and Mr. But­ 
ler reminded Mr. Hiscoek that although 
the result was against Cleveland it was in 
favor of Hill. 
Mr. Hiscock said that wherever rum was 
on the banner Democracy was successful, 
and intimated that Gov. H ill’s indorse­ 
ment of the Mills bill bad no effect on tho 
result. 
After five and a half hours of discussion 
the bill was laid aside without a vote on 
the pending amendment, and after an ex- 
ecutive session the Senate adjourned.

“ In the midst of the disturbances which 
have arisen at Samoa such powers have 
been exercised as seem to be within execu­ 
tive control under the constitution and laws, 
and which appear to accord with our 
national policy and condition, to restore 
tranquility and secure the safety of our 
citizens through negotiation and agree­ 
ment with Great Britain and Germany, 
which, 
with our own government, con­ 
stitute 
the 
treaty 
powers 
interested 
in Samoan peace and quiet. 
The attempt 
has been made to define more clearly 
the part which those powers shall assume 
in the government of that country, while 
at the same time its autonomy has been in­ 
sisted upon. 
Germany still asserts, as from 
the first she has done, that she has no de­ 
sire or intention to overturn the native 
Samoan government or to Ignore our 
treaty lights, and she still invites our gov­ 
ernment to join her in Bestorm2 peace and 
quiet. 
But thus far her propositions OB 
this subject seem to lead to such a pre* 
ponderance of German power in Samoa as 
was never contemplated by us and is incon­ 
sistent with every prior agreement or un­ 
derstanding, while her recent conduct, cs 
between native warring factions, gives rise 
to the suspicion that she is not content with 
a neutral position. 
“A recent collision between the forces 
from a German man-of-war stationed in j 
Samoan waters and a body of natives 
rendered the situation so delicate and criti­ 
cal that tho war-ship Trenton, under the 
I immediate command of Admiral Kimberly, 
I was ordered to join the Nipsie, already at 
; Samoa, for the better protection of per- 
i sons and property of oni* citizens and in 
i furtherance of efforts to restore order and 
I safety. 
‘ The views of the executive in respect to 
the just policy to be pursued with regard 
to this group of islands which lie in the 
direct highway of the growing and impor­
